Ottawa, Oct. 23.— The cuatoma ile 
partment to-day issued consolidated and 
amendi^d reguiatioQB respectiog the ea 
try of goods under the reciprocal tariff. 
Two now points are embodied. The obli 
gation of the exporter to make before a 
registered notary a declaration that the 
goo.la are the product of a couutry en- 
titled to rebate is amended by aubati- 
tating " subscribing witnesa " in place 
of the notary. This has been done be- 
cause it lias been foand that in England 
the officials named make charges for 
taxini; declarations varying from one to 
five ahillinga, which Canadian importers 
have had to pay. Both Canadian iui- 
portera and conaamera will benefit from 
this change. The second new point is 
the Bubatitution for the exporter'a de- 
claration of origin a declaration by the 
importer when the goods are of lees 
value than .$10 for the whole importa- 
tion. 

The Thankagiving proclamation waa 
issued to-day, November 25 being defi- 
nitely fixed. 

The name of the Kootenay Coal Com- 
pany is changed to tho Crow'a Nest 
Pass Coal Company.

THE W. C. T. D. 

Lady Henry Somerset's Action Respecting 
Indian Army Regulations the Sub- 
ject of Debate. 

Toiios-TO, Oct. 23.— (Special)— At the 
World's W.C.T.U. convention this 
morning Miss Frances Willard delivered 
an addreea which devoted much atten- 
tion to the advocacy by Lady Henry 
Somerset of the cantonment regulations 
in India. Touching the relations of 
British soldiers with women of loose 
character, Miss Willard held that Lady 
Somerset was advised by good people, 
British people who had the beat interest 
of the community at heart, but she had 
been ill advised and her advisera really 
did not know what was lieat in the caee. 
The W.C.T.U., ghe said, coukl not make 
any compromise with vice in the world. 
The regulations baaed on a " scientific 
study of tho fade " are well meant but 
ill directed. There haa been proportion- 
ally more vice in Toronto since the moral 
crusade of Mr. llovvlaiiii than there v/as 
theretofore. There is more danger to 
girlhood and woniaiihooil now than there 
waa when what waa regulated and limit- 
ed ia now proiniacuous and broadcast. 
The W.C.T.IJ. are with JOngliah women 
aa against tho einolioual aiatera from 
across tho lino. 

PLEASED WITH THE WEST. 

Travellers Returning to Old Canada Have 
Only Good Reports to Make.

A strong Deputation Impress on nr. Field- 
ing tlie Necessity for an InsoIveBcy 
Law. 

London, Oct. 23.— Hon. W. S, Field- 
ing, Canadian finance minister, yester- 
day zeceived a depatatlon Irom Engliah 
coinmercial hoaaea interested in Can- 
adian trade, the leading^extile firms be- 
ing strongly represented, to urge the 
necessity for a Oanadian insolvency law. 
The deputation desired the interview 
made public, but Mr. Fielding declined 
to enter the room until the press had re- 
tired. 

It is understood that the deputation 
entered a strong protest against the in- 
justice done to British dealers in Canada. 
They instanced case after case in which 
excellent openings for British goods were 
neglected because traders refuaed to risk 
fraudulent insolvencies which they de- 
clared there was a chance to perpetrate. 
No Canadian legislation would be satis- 
factory to British creditors unless it de- 
stroyed the validity of preferential pay- 
ments to favored creditors and fraudu- 
lent settlements. Secondly, they asked 
thatthelawshould compel the publication 
of preferential assignments. Thirdly, 
that the law should render preferential 
payments null if made within , four 
months of the receiving order. 

It is understood that Hon. Mr. Field- 
ing declined to commit his government, 
but in view of the urgency of the matter, 
which traders aay is more important 
even than the preferential tariff, Mr. 
Fielding is expected to consult bis col- 
leagues and receive the depntatiqn again 
before leaving England for Ganacia, 

SPANISH PULICY STATED. 

Autonomy to Be Granted to Cuba— Protest 
Against Filibustering. 

Maduid, Oct. 23.— El Liberal thinks a 
rupture is possible as a result of the ne- 
gotiations which are about to open be' 
t^een Spain and the United States, and 
adds : " We ought to avoid thia rupture, 
so far aa honor permits, but the govern 
inent should act in a spirit of modera' 
lion. The nation will under no circuni' 
stances authorize the renunciation of 
Spanish rights." El Liberal asks for 
the publication of the note which the 
United States minister delivered to the 
Spanish government, and it also asks for 
a statement of the policy the govern 
ment intends to pursue towards the Uni- 
ted States. 

The draft of the proposed reply to the 
note of the United States, presented 
through General Stewart L. Woodford, 
the American miniater, shortly after hia 
arrival here, has been mainly approved. 
The reply explains that General weyler 
haa been replaced for political reasons, 
and includes a statement of tiio govern- 
ment's decision to grant autonomy to 
Cuba, and a protest against filibustering 
expeditions from the United States. 

THE PEACE TREATY. 

eece Hesitates to Trust Turkish Good 
Faith iind a Hitch Occurs. 

CoN-sTANTiKorLK, Oct. 25. — Tho peace 
commissioners have adopted eight arti- 
cles of the permanent treaty of peace 
between Greece and Turkey, but diffi- 
cultiea have arisen in regard to the arti- 
cles providing for special arrangements 
to guard against abuse of consular amen- 
ities in cases where they would interfere 
with the consular course of justice. The 
Turks demand that Greece accept the 
article in its present form, truating to the 
good faith of the Turkish government for 
an equitable settlement of any diaputes 
on the Bubject, 

Bkklin, Oct. 23.— Col. Scbaefer, an 
officer in the army of Luxemburg, has 
been definitely selected as provisional 
commissioner of the powers for the 
Island of Crete. 



BOOTHS NOT IIECONCILED. 

His Family Practically Ignore Ballington's 
Existence. 

Montreal, Oct. 28.— (Special)— Mrs. 
Ballington Booth, who is in town, denies 
that a reconciliation between her hus- 
band and General Booth, of the Salva- 
tion Army, is looked for.

London, Oct. 23. — In apite of the offi- 
cial denial of the Marquia of Saliahury's 
approaching resignation of the premier- 
ship, belief in its truth is very strong in 
political circles, where it is considered 
that his retirement is inevitable within 
a few months. This view waa confirmed 
on Wednesday by a cabinet miniater, 
who privately remarked that the Duke 
of Devonshire had declared that he 
means to have the premiership when 
the Marquis of Salisbury resigns. The 
minister referred to added: "This 
means that the candidates will be the 
Duke of Devonshire and Mr. Balfour, 
the latter being aided by Mr. Chamber- 
lain. The Duke of Devonshire long ago 
wanted to merge the Liberal-Unionists 
!ntoOonBervativee,andwasonlyprevented 
by Mr. Ohambedain. There ia not 
much love lost between the Dnke of 
Davonshire and Mr. Chamberlain, and 
the Buccosaisn to Lord Salisbury will bo 
a test between them. If the Duke of 
Devonshire does not succeed he will 
lose considerably, aa it will raise Mr. 
Chamberlain more distinctly to tho 
leadership. Mr. Chamberlain, there- 
fore, will support Mr. Balfour, in tlie 
belief that should Mr. Balfour, as 
premier, make mistakes, the reversion 
of the premiership will go to him." 

The announcement of the possible re- 
tirement of the Marquia of Salisbury has 
given an opportunity to the press and 
even to the Conservative newspapers, to 
rake the premier over the coals for fail- 
ing to amooth the wideapreading dia- 
afl'ection in the party ranks. It ia 
pointed out with more and more force 
that a leader never permitted tbinga to 
reach such a point as when the Marquia 
of Londonderry and a great Conserva- 
tive association proclaimed their distrust 
and dislike of the government's policy, 
or when he allowed Mr. Chamberlain to 
carry legislation alienating the great em- 
ployers of the country, or still less per- 
mitted his " bimetallist colleagues to go 
unmuzzled and frighten capital out of its 
wits." 

Though the diplomatists regard the 
situation in the Lagos hinterland as 
complicated and difhcult to settle, Mr. 
Chamberlain is pureuiug a forward poli- 
cy. The Marquia of Salisbury was I'on- 
tent to negotiate a settlement of the 
question in Paris, but Mr. Chamberlain 
formed a plan to effectively occupy the 
territory in dispute while the diplomats 
were arguing, and applied for sixty 
British officers to organize a big force of 
Haussas for thia service. 



NOT TRUSTED IN EUROPE. 

The United States Suffers by the Unsettled 
Condition of the Currency System. 



London, Oct. 23. — The American liner 
St. Louis, of New York, from Soutb- 
ampton, has on board Mr. Pierre Loril- 
lard, the well known American horse- 
man. After spending two years in Eur- 
ope, Mr. Lorillard takes home with him 
a gloomy view of the conditions prevail- 
ing in the Uuited States. Ho said just 
before sailing : "European capitaliata 
have so utterly lost confidence in the 
Uuited States that not even McKinley's 
election reassures them." 

Mr. Marshall Field of Chicago, who 
sails for New York on Wednesday next. 
Bays: "I fail to find European confi- 
dence in the United States returning 
with our improving< business, and it 
never will until our currency ayatem ia 
settled on a firm national baais. I hope 
England has put an end to the bimetal- 
lic negotiations, and I cannot under- 
stand why she should have given so 
much encouragement to the monetary 
commissioners.

Verdict for Being Deprived of It. 

London, Oct. 23.— (Special)— Ira Col- 
lins brought action to recover $2,000 
damages from returning officer Edward 

M. Fleming for aaaault and false arrest, 
causing him to be deprived of the oppor- 
tunity to exercise the francliiae at tho 
Dominion general election of 1896. Yea- 
terday judgment was given condemning 
Fleming to pay $1,150 damagea. Collins 
is a Liberal.

We have already purchased two 
ateamera, and if the businesg amounta to 
anything like what is expected, (luite a 
number of ateamera will be enirnged in 
that trade; in fact our atartiuij tlioae 
steamers here will compel all tho other 
eteamera to come to Vancouver instead 
of giving it the RO-by as at present.

HALF A MILUON IN SIGHT. 

To Be Spent on Condition of Exemption 
from Civic Taxation. 

Vancouveu, Oct. 23.— (Special)— The 
CP.R. has now formulated ita demands 
in respect nf civic conceasiona in return 
for iraprovembnt expenditure amounting 
to $500,000 or thereabouts on newptation 
buildings, offices, stores and wharves. 
The company aaka total exemption of 
all its lines and the improvements in 
and about them, this to cover wharves 
and all railroad buildings except tiie 
accessory property of tho opera houee 
and hotel. This ia a large demand, in- 
cluding old property as well as new, and 
it is exceedingly doubtful if it will carry, 
though au exception of the proposed new 
buildings and wharfage probably would 
if capably and temperately urged. 
It ia moreover as certain as any- 
thing well can be, judging by the. 
all but unanimous feeling of the mass of 
the electorate, that if Sir William Van 
Home is in earnest in his suggestion 
that Chineae labor will be employed on 
the extension works, the electorate will 
veto any and every concession sought. 
A Chinese and Japanese labor exclusion 
clause has now become a sine qua non of 
every Vancouver municipal conceaaion , 
and is invariably inserted as a condition 
precedent in the by-laws. It ia eiiually 
certain that the citizena will refuse to 
authorize, and seek for an act to prevent 
their council from encouraging the in- 
coming for a period of years — eight being 
Buggested by the CP.R. — of a competing 
line. There are apparently, therefore, 
big rocks ahead of the passage of the 
C.P.K. proposals into the secure haven 
of ratification. 



A PROMISING SUBURB. 

Nortb Vancouver Now Well Fixed Financi- 
ally and Offerlog; Some Exceptional 
Advantages. 

Va.n'couveh, Oct. 23.— (Special)— The 
neighbor municipality of Xorth Van- 
couver, just across the inlet, after its 
recent corporate rehabilitation by the 
legislature, and also as a result in i)i\rt of 
a recent auccesaful tax sale, which has 
(jot in a great amount of tax arrears, ia 
in a satisfactory position audi aa it has 
not occupied for aeveral years. The 
treasurer, after meeting interest, sink- 
ing fund and other liabilitiea, has over 
!f 4,000 in hand, (jut of which many need- 
ed local iinijroveinents will be made, in- 
cluding tliu ropLicing of hriilges destroyed 
by floods nearly three years ago. 
Witli better ferry ateamboat connections 
— and tho present with tho aid of a mun- 
icipal subsidy have been already much 
improved — North \'ancoiU'er should soon 
become a favorite residential aubiirh, be- 
iug very pleaaantly eituatud, wiai a 
sunny aspect and flheltered by luftv 
ranges from all cold winds. As a result 
tliero have this year been raised by the 
few fruit and vegetable growers of the 
district really remarkable crops, 
early production being exceptionally 
easy for auch fruits as strawberries, 
for example. Peaches, too, a doubtful 
crop at many other points on thia park 
of the mainland coast yield .remarkably 
in North Vancouver, where also second 
crops of such vegetables, aa usually can 
be reckoned eood for but one in this dis- 
trict, have been raised. I'eaa, for ex- 
ample, are still being gathered for the 
table in North Vancouver by ilr. Kuene, 
the locally resident C.M.C. If, too, tho 
promising copper-gold claims mature in 
various parts of tho municipalitv, ita in- 
dustrial aa well aa ita reaidential and 
horticultural future should be very well 
assured. Tho North Vancouver district 
has too long been under a cloud, but this 
is vanishing rapidly into sunshine.

RUNNING: A HOTEL. 

What the Swell Estabiisbment in Vancou- 
ver Takes From Iti;Proprietors. 

VAHOonvai, Got. 28.— Sir^Wm; Van 
Home said to the board of trade yester- 
day: " It may not be generally known 
that the Hotel Vancouver pretty nearly 
atanda us in .$500 a day. Up to the end 
of la^t year I think it was .$10 ,000 behind 
in working expensoa; in other worda, 
we kept the hotel going up to that time 
at a loss of about $-10,000. During the 
summer montlia of thia year wo have 
pulled up a few thousand dollars, and 
we hope to get through this year a little 
to the good, that ia, leaving interest out 
of the question. I only refer to the 
operating expenses as compared with the 
earnings. 

The opera house, of course, has been 
kept up at a loss from the beginning. 
We built liie opera house to help make 
the town more hospitable, incidentally 
for the benefit of our property in Van- 
couver, but just as much for the benefit 
of everybody else in Vancouver. 

THE ROYAL CITY'S NEEDS. 

A Place on the Transcontinental Line nnd 
Fraser River Improvements. 

Vancouver, Oct. 23. — (Special) — The 
Vancouver Liberals arranged to-night to 
present an address and banquet to Hon. 
Gliflbrd Sifton on his return from the 
North. The board of trade also will pre- 
sent an address. 

Remington & Co., of Salt Lake, ofi'er 
to build and work a smelter in West- 
minster if the city takes ,$100,000 stock 
in the enterprise. The Weslmiuater 
board of trade will consider the matter 
and report to the council. 

The Westminster board of trade and 
city council have jointly met Sir William 
Van llorne and asked among other 
things for the inclusion of Westminster 
on the direct transcontinental route by a 
new link to Vancouver ; also for the in- 
fluence of the CP.R. to secure river im- 
provements from the Dominion govern- 
ment. Sir William replied in a non 
committal tone. The proposed line, he 
said, is under the directors' considera- 
tion, but they do not desire to hurt the 
interests of the electric railway witli 
whom they are friendly. His and the 
C.P.K. influence at Ottawa ia not so 
much as believed, but they would do 
what they could to urge the need of 
Fraser river improvements. 

Burned to Death. 

QuEiiEC, Oct. 23. — Fire destroyed Hy- 
acinthe Beautlois' house at Levis, and 
Amanda Patry, his sister-in-law, has 
been burned. 

Quebec Legislature. 

QuEiii-:c, Oct. 23. — The legislature has 
been called for November 23. 

An Inhuman Parent. 
SiiEKiuiooKK, Oct. 23. — Thomas l/i 
pierre and hia wife have been found 
guilty of attempting to cause the death 
of the former's little daughter by means 
of illtreatment, and were sentenced to 
day to five years each in the peniten 
tiary. 

Socialism in France. 
PAars, Oct. 23. — In the chamber of 
deputiea to-day M. Gerault Richard, 
Bocialiat, in discussing the price of bread 
raised an uproar by characterizing the 
government as " the famine ministry." 
The chamber, aa a reply, passed a vote 
of confidence in the government, the 
poll being 398 to 76. 

Great Floods in Italy. 
Rome, Oct. 23. — A telegram from . 
cona on the Adriatic announces that 
severe floods there have caused several 
landslides, interrupting railroad com- 
munication and for a time cutting oi) 
that port from telegraphic communiea- 
tion. Count Richetti was swept away 
by the floods and drowned. Since this 
message was sent the telegraph lines 
have again been broken.

Paris, Oct. 23.— The Journal des 
Debate referring to the answer ot the 
Britiah government to the proposal of 
the United States silver comuiiBsiun 
says ; " Tho British reply has completely 
decided the question of free silver which 
was brought to the front in such a way 
that in spite of the improbability oi a 
difl'erent solution, it produced uneasi- 
ness in the business world. We rejoice 
that the matter has been finally de- 
cided." 

LosDO-v, Oct. 23,— The Times says: 
" When the extent and signitlcauce of 
the American proposals come to be gen- 
erally uuderatood we will be surprised if 
even bimetalliata venture to contend 
thiU they could be accepted as the basis 
of any serious international agreement. 
Sir James Westland's dispatch is an ad- 
mirably reasoned state paper. Aa to the 
American proposals, aside from the re- 
ojiening of the Indian mints, it ia dilii- 
cult to understand how they could be 
treated with gravity by British states- 
inen. It is really amuaing — wo do not 
like to use ao harsh a word as impertin- 
ent — that some gentlemen from the Uni- 
ted States should come here to tell us 
how to improve our methodaof currency 
and banking. Tho counsels of the fox 
that lost liis tail are discounted by tho 
common seuee of mankind." 

The Daily Chronicle saya the public 
will read the atory of tho negotiations 
with no little surprise. It calls Senator 
Wolcott'a proposal "cool," and asks: 
" What of Mr. Balfour and his promise 
in the Houae of Commons in March last 
year, that the government would reopen 
the Indian mints? " 

The Morning Post, Daily Telegraph, 
Standard and Daily News all comment 
upon the sweeping nature ot Senator 
Wolcott'a proposals. The Daily Tele- 
graph admits it was " very adroit to take 
advantage of India's financial difficul- 
ties." 

The D.iily Kewa saya : " Had the pro- 
posals been known, public opinion would 
liave killed them in a aiiiglo day, but 
the cabinet containing Mr. Balfour has 
taken three months to give them their 
quietus." 

The whole press applauds the govern- 
ment's decision, and agrees that the bi- 
metallic agitation is virtually killed. 

The Indian government's reply to the 
silver proposition thus proceeded: "If 
the Indian mints are reopened to silver 
now, it would be practically impossible 
for the government ever to close them, 
and if it were possible, it would only lie 
after large adoitions had been made to 
the amount of silver in circulation." 
Then follows the opinion thai India ia on 
the point of securing staple exchanKe at 
sixjience per rupee, and it would be ex- 
ceedingly looliafi to throw away the 
poaitiou alreaiiy attained by the accept- 
ance of proposals which, if they failed ot 
their intended object, would place India 
permanently under the silver standard 
with all its admitted disadvantages, 
" Nothing but asEured success could 
justify India in joining in the experi- 
ment, and our belief ia that the pro- 
posals will tail to secure a periuanent 
ratio of 15}e to 1. One reason for this 
conclueion is that the arrangement 
would rest on too narrow a basis. The 
union of two countries with a third 
lending assistance is a very different 
thing from the international union of a 
majority of the important countries of 
the world advocated by the Indian gov- 
ernment in dispatches forwarded in 
March and ,lune, 1892, and in February 
and September, ISSti. We doubt whttber 
any two or three nations in the workl, 
unless one of them were (ireat Britain, 
could eHtablisli the reiiuired stability. It 
is certain that France, thoUailcd States, 
and India could not. 

" I'or theire reasons alone, without 
conaidering objections to the particular 
ratio proposed, we do not begitate," 
continue the authors of the reply, " to 
recommend that your hordship refuse 
to give the undertaking the desired sup- 
port. We shall be willing to consider 
what effect the co-operatiou of any other 
nation, if secured, may have on the 
problem, but wo believe that our best 
policy is to link ourselves to Great 
Britain.

Some Features of the Lanibetli Coii- 
fereuce to Be Explained From 
Palpits To-Day. 



The fact of tho Lnmbeth conference 
occurriiii,' during the celobration of the 
Juljileo fedtivities, although purely ii 
coincidence, waa certainly a happy one. 
Never before in tho history o£ any coun- 
try have so inany biahopa been iiasem- 
bled together at one time, and the mere 
mention of the feet that 194 biBbojpB of 
tho Anglican church were present out of 
a total of 250 invited, is of itself sufli- 
cient evidence of the epirit of unity and 
eotuinunity whiu'li is bo eminently de- 
sirable a characteiistic of the church, 

liialiop Perrin, who returned from 
Eugland only a few days ago, aaya that 
one of the most BLi'ii:inK features of tho 
festivities waa the gathering in front of 
St. Paul'a cathedral on Jubilee Diiy, 
when the growth and eolidarity of the 
Empire were so fully demonstrated by 
the preeuiice of representatives from all 
parte of the world. But tne Lambeth 
eonferonc-e, altliou^li on somewhat dilfer- 
ent lines, waa silinost equal in its demon- 
stration of ttie inugnicuJe of Britain's 
attainiLU'iits, illustrating as it did the 
universality of the church which is so 
integral a part of the nation. 

The Bishop says that the procession 
from Canterbury to the spot near that 
ancient cathedral city where it ia be- 
lieved St. AiiguBtme landed in 597, waa 
one of the most intereatiiif,' functions in 
which he was privileged to participate 
Special services were held in conjunction 
tlierewitb, and altogether it was an' oc 
casion probably without parallel in the 
liiatory of any cfaurcb. 

During Ua visit tcEDgland the Bishop 
made a special efTort to secure the aBsist- 
ance of a clerjrynian to work among the 
Chinese in tlie diocese, ahio to speak the 
dialect which tliey use, and was aiicceas- 
ful in ohtainiuR the aid of a centleman 
who haa had several years' experience in 
Ilonukonpr. As several promiBea of tinan- 
eial aid were given the Liahoj) in En^;- 
land, he has now every hope tliat before 
very long the clergyman will be able to 
commence the important work sought to 
be accomplished among the Mongolian 
residents. 

Though there ia pressing necessity for 
financial assistance to the diocese of 
Westminater, the eflbrta of Bishop Per- 
rin to secure grants from the Society for 
the Propagation of the Gospel were in 
vain. He had several applications from 
clergymen who were willing to come out 
and work in the dioceae, but unfortu- 
nately the Snancial condition is such 
that at present no increase in the num- 
ber of clergy ia possible. 

Turning to the special work of the 
conference, BishopPerriu ox])ru8sed hii:i- 
self as being much pleased witli tlie 
growth of interest in missionary work 
amongst the younger clergy and laity, 
and at several meetinga which he 
addreeeed, the idea of some of the clergy

the Old Coiiutry, was favorably received 
and also formed a subject of discusaion 
at tlie conference.

At the sessions of the 
conference there was the utmost free- 
dom of discussion, and the tendency of 
the cbnrch towards a broadening out in 
the effort to reach the working classes 
was very marked. Aa a sign of the times 
the services for men only which are 
now being held regularly in the large 
cities are importantae evidencing the de- 
sire of the clergy to work upon the lines 
of understanding the needs and in- 
terests of the poorer classes.

NO SECTIONALISM. 

The discussion of representation is al- 
ways in order. In every province it is 
more or less acute. No legislature has 
ever been equal to the task of devising 
a plan for the distribution of representa- 
tion that was wholly satisfactory to 
everyone. Population is not the only 
basis of distribution. Commercial and 
Hiuatrial importance have to be con-

p<^Sbun laries of electoral divisions and 
.L?e number of representatives. We sup- 
pose these conditions wiU continue to 
the end of the chapter; but if they have 
ever in Canada resulted in any serious 
injury or disadvantage of any part of 
the country or of any of the provinces, 
we do not now recall the instance. The 
reason of this is that, after all, the ma 
jority of men are desirous of doing what 
appears to be right. We do not believP; 
for example, that if every representative 
in the legislature were elected by Koote- 
nay, the remainder of the province 
would be purposely neglected. If it 
BuSerid, it would be more because the 
representatives would not know what it 
required than because they knew and 
would not do it. The great point in dis- 
tributing representation is to see that all 
localities and all interests are repre- 
sented in the legislature in something 
like their relative importance. So that 
thia is done, it really does not matter 
very much where members come from, or 
'how many one district has as compared 
Avith another. We concede tliat relative 
population of districts must always be 
considered ; but we deny that it is the 
only tiiini: to l)e taken into account. In 
a newjprovince like ours, for example, 
the changing character of local condi 
tions must be considered. 

We were a little surprised to see in 
the Vancouver World the other day an 
arliclo in which tlie question of repre 
Eentalion was discussed as tliough it 
were an issue of Island vs. Mainland, 
AVe had hoped that the last had been 
heard oi this sectionalism, for that is 
what it is. We bad hoped that the 
Loatility, which whatever its origin, was 
largely fomented by townlot boomers, 
had (jiven i)hico to a recognition of the 
i k'utity of tlio intereats of all parts of 
the province. To speak of the Island vs 
the Mainland, as though that were a 
live issue, implies that there are some 
things which the Island desires that are 
inimical to the interests of the Main 
land, or some things which the Main 
land desires that are oj5])08ed by tlie 
Ireland. We are unable to discover in 
the whole range oi our local politics any 
thing of which this can be truthfully 
eaid. The interests of the Island are 
closely bound up with those of the 
Mainland. Victoria hopes to prosper by 
everything done all along the magnifi- 
cent scope of country that begins at 
Southeast Kootenay and ends at North- 
west Caaaiar. The future of this in- 
terior is more closely bound up with that 
of Vancouver Island than some of the 
new comers to the province may at first 
s'.ght realize. The people of Vancouver 
Island feel the deepest interest that 
nothing feasible shall be loft undone to 
develop the resources of the Coast region 
on th'B Mainland, and we know that 
Vancouver watches with the greatest 
concern the progress of the same region, 
and believes with truth that it will share 
in any prosperity that may come to Van- 
couver Island. In a business sense, 
while there is a natural rivalry be- 
tween difi'orent provincial towns, theio 
no hoatllity.; Why then should any 



'•LEST WE FORGET." 

In a note accompanying his letter our 
correspondent " W.K.B." suggests that 
the pupils in the schools be taught to de- 
claim Rudyard Iviplinc's " Eeceasional " 
at Christmas. We second the idea. 
The great thought of that poem should 
be ingrained in the heart of every aon 
and daughter of the Empire. In sent!* 
ment and in language Kipling reached a 
height in bis poem, worthy to be com<- 
pared to the great utterances of the 
Hebrew prophets, and even of the Royal 
Singer himself. Take it up stanza by 
stanza : 

God of our fathers, known of oUl— 
Lord of our far-llung battle lino— 

Beneath Whoso awl'ul hand wo hold 
Dominion over palm ncd pine — 

Lord God of Hosts, be with uayet. 
Lest we forget— Icat we forgot ! 

Here we have the thought that the 
Empire holds its great power in trust 
under God. If this were taught to 
children at school, how much grander 
would be their conceptions of citizen- 
ship! A poet, whose name is not very 
well known to fame, had in a late Eng- 
lish paper some verses on the anniver- 
sary of Trafalgar, where, he says, Brit- 
ain " fought the battle of the world." 
it would be well if the young men and 
the young women, in whose hands the 
destiny of the Empire is to rest, would 
recognize their high commission to 
fight " the battle of the world" against 
wrong everywhere. Then would they be 
resolute and fearless, strong in the con 
sciousnesB of right. The second stanza 
is : 

Tho tumult and tliu shouting dies— 
The Ciiptaiiis and the Kln^.i depart; 

Still staiuls Tliiiieanciont sacrilice. 
An 1mm ble and a contrite lieart. 

Lord God of Hosts, bo with us yet. 

Lest wo forget — lest wo forget! 

" The sacrifices of God are a broken 
spirit, a humble and a contrite heart Thou 
wilt not despise." This was the lesson 
that King David of Israel learned by his 
remarkable experience. It is the lesson 
taught by all human experience. To the 
British Empire it means that we should 
not be carried away by a sense of our 
greatness and presume upon our un- 
measured strengtli. The same thought 
runs through the third stanza: 

Far-called our navies melt away — 
On dune and headland sinks the Are — 

Lo, all our pomp of yesterday 
Is QUO with Nuicvoh and Tyrel 

Judge of tlie Nations, spare us yet, 

Lest WO forget— lest we forget! 

In the fourth and fifth stanzas we have 
the thought of the first repeated and in 
tensified. We are brought face to face 
once more with our dependence upon 
the Almighty. We are warned agftinst 
supposing that our Imperial ereatness is 
stronger than the divine law of right and 
wrong : 

[f, drunk with sipht of power, we loo.so 
Wild tonpuos that have iKjlThee in awo- 

Sucli bo.istuigs as theUentilos use, 
Or lesser breeds without the I^aw — 

Lord God of Hosts, be with us yet. 

Lest we forget — lest we forget ! 

For heathen lieiirt tliat puts hor trust 

In rooking lulio and iron shard- 
All valiant ilii.st that builds on dust, 

And giuirdiuK calls not Thee to guard — 
For frantic boast and foolish word, 
Xliy mercy on Thy people, Lord I 

It is only a month since we printed 
these verses, and our reason for repeat 
ing them to-day is that they may by 
repetition be made to sink deep into the 
lioarta of the people. They contv.in the 
watchword of the Eiupiru, now arising 
for the lirat time to an appreciation of 
its L'rcatncsa, its possibilities and ita re- 
spontibilities. Ujjon the thought that 
breathes in the lines, v«e can build an 
Imperial fabric that will endure. 



FLAX CULTURE. 

We printed yeateiday a highly inter 
estintc and instructive letter on Fla> 
Culture, from the pen of that intelligent 
and experienced observer, Mr. Henry 
T. Thrift, of Hazelmere. We are sure 
that Colonist readers would like to hear 
moro from Mr. Thrift upon this subject, 
or indeed upon any other to which he 
has given Ilia attention. For ourselves 
we fool that soiiietliing has been gained 
for British Columbia when gentlemen of 
his stamp take the opportunity allbrdtd 
by the preaa to place before the public 
their viewa on practical questions. 

In his letter Mr. Thrift brings out 
very clearly three things: 

Ist. That there is a home market for 
flax products. 

2nd. That a very high grade of flax 
can be grown heie. 

3rd. That the yield is BQch that the 
crop is a profitable one. 

To have these things demonstrated is 
important. What is now needed is the 
Biiggestion of a means whereby the 
farmer can be induced to go into this im- 
portant department of agriculture. We 
hope our correspondents will favor us 
with suggestionB on this point. Dr. 
Thornton, of New Whatcom, Washing- 
ton, some time ago wrote a personal 
letter to the editor of this paper urging 
that a company should be incorporated 
for the purpose of promoting flax cul- 
ture. Dr. Thornton was employed by 



ZOROASTRIANISM; 

Zarathustraj whose name was pervert- 
ed by the Greeks into Zoroaster, was one 
of the earliest teaofaers of monotheism. 
We say that he was a teacher, but it 
must be mentioned that one school of 
Persian philosophers doubts his actual 
existence, claiming that he was only the 
personification of the monotheistic 
principle. Those who claim that he was 
an historical personage are very much 
at variance as to the date of his career. 
There is a vast fund of matter bearing 
upon this point in the shape of writings 
by Greek and Latin authora, and in the 
Zend-xV. vesta, which is the collection of 
sacred writings of the Parsees. From 
these, modern inveatieators have fixed 
hia era at difTerent dates, from 1,000 
B.C. to 6,000 years before the Trojan 
war, that is more than 7,000 B.C. The 
recent discoveries in Nineveh, indicat- 
ing that monotheism was taught in the 
Euphrates valley at least nine thousand 
years ago, show that if Spitama, the 
Zoroaster of the Zsnd-AveBta, lived in 
more modern times, the principles of 
which he is claimed, by some, to have 
been the incarnation were recognized 
at a very much earlier date. 

The more one examines into this ex- 
tremely interesting religion, the more 
evident does it become that it parallels in 
many particulars Christianity. In the 
beginning of Paul's Epistle to the 
Hebrews occurs the statement that God 
has spoken to man by His Son "by 
whom also He made the world." In 
Zoroastrianism this is the relation that 
ita founder bears to creation. It is by 
him that nature took shape. It is 
through bis agency that all things are 
Buatained. St. John, in the beginning 
of his Gospel, ascribes the same attri- 
butes to The Word. " All things were 
made by Him, and without Him was 
not anything made that was made," 
says the Evangelist. Zoroaster was the 
" first of the inspired," declares the 
Zend-Avesta. Here we have in the two 
religions an intelligent and eternal prin 
ciplo or entity, which is perhaps the 
better word, becoming incarnate and in 
structing mankind in the principles of 
right living. So remarkable is the re- 
semblance between this religion and 
Christianity that efTorts have been made 
very persistently to so show that the 
former was really an offshootof Judaism, 
but without success. It seems as if we 
must accept as a fact that, originating 
long before Christianity, there was a re- 
ligion paralleling in it many essential 
features. 

One of the great problems diseussed in 
the sacred books of Zoroastrianism is 
the origin of evil. Perhaps the most 
profound of all discussions of this theme 
are to be found in the Avesla. There 
seems at a very early age to have been 
an idea that two principles were at war 
in the Universe, which are called Light 
and Darkness, Good and Evil, Life and 
Death, and so on. Lietht, Good and Life 
are regarded as synomymous, as are 
Darkness, ]']vil and Death. As time ad- 
vanced these antagonistic principles were 
personified, and we have not only an 
Omnipotent God, but a nearly oranipo' 
tent devil. These two are ever at war 
In the end the G-ood will triumph, but 
those unhappy mortals who take the 
aide of Evil will suffer severe punish 
nient, the old Zoroastrians say, eternally, 
while the modern achool maintain that 
their punishment will cease at the gen 
eral resurrection. There is no alronger 
article in this creed than the resurrection 
of the body. The abode of the happy in 
the next world is described as "The 
Place of IlynuiH," and its inhabitants 
are said to devote their eternal existence 
to the praises of God, 

I'rayer and right living are strictly en- 
joined by Zoroastrianism, as every one 
will realize, when we say that this is the 
religion of the Parsees, than whom there 
are no more devout people in the world 
The whole code of ethics is of the most 
exalted character. Another featuie of 
this faith is the belief in a Messiah, who 
is to come at tlie resurrection and olaim 
hia kingdom, which is not, however, to 
be of a temporal character He is to 
triumph over evil and at the last van- 
(luiah Death. Thia Messiah is named 
Sosioka, and he is a son of Zoroaster, 
born by aupernatural means. Othe 
precepts of thia religion are that the 
principal duty of man ia to obey the 
word and comuiandnientB of God, that 
immortality ia the reward of obedience 
and death that of disobedience, that 
men should pray and worship, that all 
things man possesses are enjoyed through 
the bounty of God. If there ia any trace 
of the dominant idea taught by the 
Apostles, that by faith man may acquire 
new powers and triumph over death, it 
does not appear in any treatise on the 
religion that has cotne under our notice. 
Inthe twelve cardinal principles prescrib- 
ed by Zoroaster there is not a word about 
belief or faith. Neither do wo discover 
anything equivalent to the saying of 
Christ, that love is the fulfilling of the 
law. The nearest thing to it is the de- 



claration that by following the com- 
mandments of God a man will become 
pure and all his works will be good. So- 
briety, chaBtity, honesty and self-denial 
are inculcated, arid the laws as to diet 
and personal habits are almost aa rigid 
and voluminous as those of Moses, which 
they resemble in some particulars. 

There is reason to suppose that the 
Zoroaster Spitama of the Zend-Avesta 
was an historical personage, who, like 
the Hebrew prophet Elijah, headed a 
great movement against the worahlp of 
Baal, which has been shown in a pre- 
vious article in this paper to have been 
a gross and sensual materi.alism, having 
its origin in Sun-worahip. It is well 
known that about the time of Elijah, or 
say 900 B.C., there was a great revival 
of the ancient religion of Persia. This 
culminated several centnriea later and 
was at its height when Alexander the 
Great made his famous expedition to In- 
dia. Persian civilization never fully re- 
covered from the overthrow at the hands 
of this terrible Macedonian, and the an- 
cient religion fell into decay. It waa 
revived shortly after the beginning of 
the Christian religion era, only 
to bo again overthrown by the 
Moslem faith. The remnant who 
adhered to the ancient doctrine 
were few in number. At present, after 
centuries of peace, they do not number 
more than 100,000. Of all the great re 
ligions, Zoroastrianism has the fewest 
adherents, yet it is probably the most 
ancient extant system, its fundamental 
conceptions of the Deity are far more 
exalted than those of the Jews, ita code 
of ethics ia as pure and, except aa to the 
duty of universal love, as high as that of 
Christianity, and its philosophy is the 
most profound of all systems of human 
thought. 

The attention of the Colonist has 
been called to the fact that the Young 
Men's Christian Association of this city 
is in such financial straits that there is 
danger of its going out of existence. The 
meeting called for to-morrow night in 
the Association's rooms is to consider 
whether or not the organization shall bo 
wound up. We do not think it ought to 
be. We think that if there ever waa a 
need of just such an institution in Vic- 
toria it is now, when the city is likely to 
be overrun with strangers, many of 
whom will be young men, who will 
naturally look to the Y.M.C.A. as a sort 
of home. A special eflbrt ought to be 
made to put the finances of the organiza 
tion in good shape so that it may not 
only continue in operation, but be able 
to accomplish more efiective work. We 
believe that if the public are appealed 
to the response will be such as will 
gratify the people who have the matter 
in hand. Let them make the eflbrt. 
Do not disband the Association without 
one more public eflbrt to put it on its 
feet.

Yesterday. 



So Indicatious of Life ou Board- 
Crew Probably Hiive Been 
Drowned. 



About three o'c;locl< yesterday after- 
noou as the steamer Evangel was pro- 
ceeding on her way to Victoria, the at- 
tention of Captain Mann was attracted 
to a floatinp; object a ebort distance 
away. On closer investigation it was 
discovered to be a capsized boat, and 
waa at oiiee taken ill tow by the Evan- 
gel. 

Oil arriving at Viotoria, the boat was 
baleJ out anil jirovtHl to bo a tive-tou 
sloop, ahnost iitMv, named the "Tliis- 
tle," but uotliiiiij inoro was discovered 
to show wliereshe beloiiga. When picked 
up by the Ji}vari«;el tho sloop was lying 
on beraidBi the mast and maiasail sav- 
ing tier from turning bottom-ap. Her 
jib was gone, and there were no oare; 
but on board waa found a seine 
net ill good condition, which proves 
that she bad been used as a 
fiefaing boat. ' A portion of tlie 
nsualfarniture remained in tlie cabin, a 
atoTB and aaodrjr other things 
which bad Ineen so boxed in as to pre- 
vent their falling out, but that was all. 
No leak could be discovered and the 
boat is in liryt-clasa condition. 

There Eeems little room for doubt that 
the occupants of the boat lost tlieir lives 
during the gale of tlio hist few days, but 
how many they were in number, and 
whether tliey cams from the United 
States' side ornot are questions as yet 
unanswered. The Tliietle was picked 
up about midway in tlie straits, between 
Victoria and Port Angeles, but the winds 
and tides might have carried her many 
milea from tlie place where disaster over- 
took her. She will be towed to Port 
Angeles by the Evangel, which leaves 
here at 6 o'clock this evening.

THE TONE OF THE BELL 



Not Improved by tho Use of Gold or SUvei 
In the Uoll Metal. 

Thrro is u KR'icral belief that the in 
trocUu'tion of silver or golu in tho cast- 
ing of a bell aH-curcs for it a supcrioi 
tone, but an expert in founding bell-' 
says that such a belief is erroneous, flc 
snys that the best tone effect in bell 
metal i.s confined witliiu very narrow 
limits, for any so called bell metal hav- 
ius more than 80 parts coppor to 20 
parts till i.s too .soft to produce the best 
quality of tone, vliilc that having more 
tin than 23 parts in tbo 100 is much 
too brittle. There are bolls in Europe 
whoso clear tones were for many years 
frctlitcd to gold and silver that were 
Kuppci-scd to liavo becu added lo tho bell 
metal. An analysis was made not long 
ago of tho metal in one of those bells, 
and it failed to show any troce of gold 
or Hilver. The old Gorniau bell fouud- 
crs u.scd to mttko tlioir bells of 80 parts 
copper to 20 parts tin. In the opinion 
of this expert tho strongest and best 
toned boll is obtained from ^0 parts 
copper aud 21 parts tin. 

"After tho bell is 'drawn,' "says tho 
export, "two sweeps hro niado and ad- 
justed to an upright sp-iudlo in tho cen- 
ter of an iron case or flask, tho flask 
having perforations all over it. Over 
the Hurfaoo of the flask is coated, wet, 
a layer of loam of equal and stiituble 
tliiekuesH aud baked. Tlieii another lay- 
er is coated on and baked, aud so ou, 
layer after laj'cr, until the proper nhapo, 
etc- , avo secured. There aro two such iron 
molding ca.s-ea, one fitting over tho oth- 
er. The under ouo has tho loam coating 
on its outer side, whicli has the inner 
filiape of tho proposed bell. Tho upper 
iron molding case or lla.sk has tho loam 
ou its iuiier surfaro, fonning tlio out- 
side fclinpo of tho boll. This is let down 
over tho nnder mold and carefully ad- 
justed equally oil around, leaving n 
space inside between tho two molds. 
The under flask is called tho core. Tho 
upper or outer one is called the case. The 
space is filled up by tho molten bell 
metal, which, when cooled, is tho bell. 

"When tlio bell ia taken out of the 
molds it is polished, nud then tho 
haiigings, tongue (or clapper), etc., 
fitlcd to tho hell, aud it receives a se- 
vero ringing test, partly to ascertain its 
tone iiiul resouaiit quality aud toobaorve 
its mechanical excellence and adjust- 
ment. Tlieii, if it appears to be good in 
all points, it is shipped to the purchaser. 
The making aud shipping of a bell usu- 
ally require from 10 to lo days iu the 
smaller sizes. The larger sizeS' — i. e., 
from 1,500 pounds and heavier — rccjuire 
more time. A peal of three or more 
bells requires from 40 to 00 days' time, 
while a chime of nine or more bells re- 
quires from three to six months. 

"Any foundry can, of course, readily 
mako uud select nine or ton bolls in 
tune for a chime, but tune is one thing, 
tone is another." — Church Economist 



The riiini, of tho Future. 

No luoro hammers iu pianos. The old 
fashioned method of pounding music 
out (if wires by tho aid of a wonderfully 
complicated system of lovers and keys, 
which till tho world thought to be the 
ultimate ]ierfcotion for tho production 
of that sort of toiio, has been branded as 
a back luinibor. 

Dr. Kichard Eisemnnn of Berlin, for 
years a pupil of Professor Von Helm- 
holtz, has patented a system which docs 
away with the levers entirely. He calls 
this now appliaueu the electrophonio 
piano, its distinctivo principle consist- 
ing in till' fact that tho vibrations of 
tho chords arc not produced by ham- 
nieis, but by an electrio current and by 
nicaiiH of microphoucs acting as iutor- 
ruptcrs of currents. 

All the delicate and complex nieohan- 
isiii of the old ])iauo i.s done away with. 
Tho little electric devices uio arranged 
ou tlie crosspicce extending over tho 
striug.s. Upon this electric magnets aro 
placed sn as to be only a hair's breadth 
from the strings. 

dressing down the key sends tho elec- 
tric current into the corresiionding olee- 
triiniaxuet. This attracts tho metallic 
string below, but tho micropliono inter- 
rupts the current and therewith tho ut 
traction. Tho string returns to its for- 
mer jilaoe, and this coutimied attraction 
ami interruptiou of the current are car^ 
ried ou, lho number of vibrations being 
regulated by tbe pitch of the string. 

Tho high sounds produced by this 
irjethod liiivo a decided liarp tone, and 
Ihc lower and middle regislers suggest 
(ho 'cello or tho organ. Iu reality, the 
iiislalli'.tioii nf this new system creates 
a new iustrumeut, so dill'erent aro the 
qualities of sound produced by tho now 
method aud the old. — New York Jour- 
nal. 

Tho Jtod In .School.

CnrloDS Ulta Dorn of Hli Faculty I'M 
Keadlnc Faoea. 

"I don't want people to look at my 

pictures and say how beautiful the dra- 
pery i.s. Tho face is whnt I core about," 
said Stuart, the great Amorioitn painter. 
Ho was once asked what he considered 
tho most characteristic feature of tho 
face. Ho replied by pressing the end of 
his pencil against tbe tip of his DOse. 
distorting it oddly. 

His faculty at reading physiognomy 
lonictimos made curious hits. There 
was a person in Newport celebrated for 
his powers of calculation, but in Other ' 
respects almost an idiot.

Stuart's daughter tells a pretty story 
of her father's garret, whore many of 
iiis unfluishod pictures were stored: 

"The garret was my playground, and 
a beantifnl sketch of lilme.

At last 
I got possession of colors and an old 
panel and fell to work copying the pic- 
ture.

' 'Take only half the clothing that yon 
think yon will need for nn occ<ui voy- 
age and do not attempt to have a small 
trunk in your staterosm, " writ-es Kva- 
nia M. Hooper in The Ladies' Homo 
Journal. "Hay.e in your largest shawl 
fatrap a trave'ling rug, heary wrap — a 
golf cape is excellent— snn umbrella, 
rubbers, small onshion to tie on the 
back of your deck chair, a warm dress 
of plain desiffu, and a flannel wrapper 
to use as a nightgown. Wear a chamois 
pocket well secured with a tape about 
tho waist for your letter of credit, jew- 
elry, money, etc.

EQUALITY OP SEXES. 

To THE Editor: — I see inyourimprea- 
eion of Sunday reply by " Yggdrasil " 
to my letter of the 13th inat., and the 
"fresh thread" he takes up is a very 
important one becaasa it announces a 
diacovery not made by any of the anato- 
miats of ' ancient or modern timea, viz., 
that the human male skeleton ia eo un- 
like that of the female aa to account for 
the difference in character in the sexes. 

His reason given in reply to iny re- 
quest are no doubt good aud sound to 
one who UEderstands them, but I liave 
difficulty with such phraees as " edging 
ofl'onaside wind," "dread of an up- 
hill game," and " unmatched aa a help- 
mate in the kitchen," Did " Yggdrasil" 
never see a helpmate in the parlor or in

Looking at the more serious aspect of 
the subject, I would wish to remark that 
it was not to beexi)ected that in point of 
numbers of great names or amount of 
literary work done, women could ever 
compare with men. Woman's education, 
to begin with, ia shaped to betit hir 




sex and proper position in society; then 
the dawnings of the tender passion with 
its absorbing anticipations and influ- 
ences, and, above all, the duties and re- 
epoDsibilities of motherhood, all combine 
to nayow her lield for intellectual effort, 
while with the other sex there are no 
such hindrances, but whenever she has 
hpen able to break through the limita- 
tians which society has placed upon the 
energies of woman she has shown powers 
of the highest order, and in proof of 
wbicli 'let UB look {at a few;^ names of 
eminent women who can claim to rank 
with the greatest amongat men. . 

Taking only one name frotn ancient 
history we have Aspacia of Athena, who 
was honored by Bocratea and other great 
men of that age for her eloquence and 
extenaive learning. Then, coniingdown 
to last century, we have Jane Austin, 
ol whom Sir Walter said, "that young 
lady had a talent for describing the in- 
volvements, feelings and characters of 
every day life which to me is the most 
wonderful I have ever met with, and to 
an extent which ia denied to me." 
Johanna Baillie, Pier Plays of the Paa- 
sions, acknowledged to bo in dramatic 
power equal to anything ever Shakes- 
peare wrote. 

Mrs. Jamieson, regarded as one of 
England's greatest art' critics; Lady 
Morgan, who received a pensicm of £300 
ayear from the enve.iiiment on account 
other literary services to the nation; 
Jean Paul Rltcher, a German anthoress, 
some of wtiose writings were translated 
into English by Oarlyle. Also Mrs. 
InchbauUI, Charlotte Smith, JMaria Edg- 
worth, Mrs. Barbauld and others. Then, 
in the present century, we have Miss 
Blackwall, M.D., who forced her way 
througli all stages of medical study un- 
til shbobtaiuoci her diploma, and at last 
settled in New York with an extensive 
j)ractice. Mrs. Browning, England's 
greatest poetess; Sarah Fuller, who wiis 
said to know more Greek and Latin tlian 
half tlio profeaeors in (he college; Cbar- 
l)tte Bronte, Miss Braddon, Mra. Oli- 
phant, Miss Evans, Mrs, Gore, Mrs. 
Johnstone, Harriet Beecber Stowe, 
George Elliot, and others. 

Perhaps no poaition which a man oc- 
cupiea carries with it greater difliculty 
and reeponsibility than that of the judi- 
cial bench, and where it often reqairea 
intellectual po^vers of a very hieh order 
to unravel the tangled skein which aome 
cases present; but even here woman has 
shown ber fitness, as in the case of ttie 
Countesa of Pembroke, who occupied 
the ofHce of sheriff in Westmoreland 
during the reign of Charles the Fiiet, 
and no record exists of any of her deci- 
sions ever having been challenged. 

But great as woman's powers are in 
the larger field of intellectual achieve- 
ment when she has the opportunity o( 
showing it, it is not here but in her own 
little world within the family circle tliat 
her great strength iiee, and if within 
that circle there ia the sunshine of her 
presence, and her rule the law of love 
blended with order and discipline, she is 
shaping the destiny of those who will in 
time be called upon to serve their coun- 
try and upon whom will depend whether 
that country shall go on from stage to 
stage in the paths of progreaa or see one 
more decline and fall of an empire. 

The law of nations which permits a 
woman to wear the crown implies the 
equality of the sexea, and our own gra- 
cious (iueen in her long and prosperous 
reign ib proof of the justice and fitness 
of such a law. The homage recently 
paid to her, the greatest to one indivi- 
dual the world ever saw, was not be- 
cause she rules over an Empire upon 
which the sun never sets, but because 
during a long life she has embodied and 
exalted every virtue which adorn her 
sex. C0L0.MB0.

To Tin;: Editou :— Tbe followinB ia tho 
third parapiraph of your reporter's inter- 
view with Biahop Perrin on his ruttini, 
from yeaterday'a (Thuraclay's) p.ipcr; 

"The several colunial clmnihof] of 
Canada, Anstralia, and otlier p artH of t|io 
Empire maintained their indepemlLMice, 
iind there was no effort' on the pait ol 
the Arclibisihop of Canterbury to take 
tiio part ol a pope." 

Tliese are startling; words, coming as 
tliey do frotn one wlioae metropolitan is 
tliie very arohbishoi), and tho synod of 
^vhost; clioL-ese ia now incorporated rb a 
portion of tlie Churcli of Ebghiud (1881) 
c. ;J0, eection S), and in no wiee aa a 
Bchianiatie and Epiecopalian sect, claim- 
iiiK a h'mU sounding and showy " inde- 
pendence." 

It is very hard to aeo how an Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, holding aa he does 
hia powera from tbe crown, at a confer- 
ence where U. S. archbishopa are the 
only foreignera, could take the part of a 
pope— tbe eroand work of the papacy 
being world-wide (not national) sway— 
nnleaa it were in arbitrarinees, and a 
late headmaster of lUicby wotild hardly 
ahow that. Anyhow, it ia pa well to hear 
the art'hbiahop himeulf, in the words of 
the Lamhflth Kncyclical (fall reprint 
Evan^elitjul Churchman, Toronto, 2nd 
f>Bptember hiat), on thie score:
